PETITIONS. 

Hon. Mr. Dunstuuir presented a petition 
from tho Nicola Mining Company. 

Tho petition of tho city of New West- 
minster praying for incorporation by 
charter was road and received. 

Tho petition of John R. Brown and 
others, praying for incorporation as the 
Harrison Hot Springs Tramway Company 
was. road and received. 

Tho petition of F. W. Alymer and 
others asking for incorporvtion us tho 
Crow's Nest and Kootonay Railway was 
read and received. 

The petition of residents of Westmin- 
ster district in regard to the faulty con- 
st ruction of fences erected and lnek of 
fencing ou unoccupied land along tho 
C. P. H., and praying for an act to ineofc 
the requirements needed, was read and 
received, and referred to the committee 
on railways.

Mr. Orr said that a petition was in pre- 
paration which ali'octed the interests of. a 
great number ill this province, and it was 
tor this reason that an extension of time 
was sought for throe days. Ho would 
move the adoption of the report. Car- 
ried. 

THE c. P. K. CASK. 
Hon. Mr. Davie presented all papers, 
correspondence, etc., relating to the case 
of the province against tho C. P. R. for 
failure to extend their line to English 
Bay within tho specified time, together 
with names of counsel retained in behalf of 
the government, 

WESTMINSTER DISTRICT KOA D. 

Tho standing orders were suspended in 
order to allow Mr. Lad nor to introduce a 
resolution in reference to a road near 
Chilukthan slough. 

Moved by Mr. Ladner, seconded by 
Mr. Bole, that a select committee be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the reason wfiy 
the gazetted road from the mouth of (Jhi- 
lulcthan slough, New Westminster dis- 
trict, lias been fenced so as not to allow 
the requisite width of UO feet to be used 
as tt public highway. Said committee to 
consist of Messrs. Fry, Thomson, Mar- 
tin, Orr, and Semliu. 

Carried. 

A LITTLE DIVERSION. 

Col. Baker said, as chairman of the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
charges preferred by the lion, mcinboi 
for Comox againt the h on. President of 
the Council, lie had yesterday sent a 
letter to tho hon. member for Com*X in- 
viting him to attend the meeting of the 
committee on Thursday, and to bring his 
witnesses. He had addressed the en- 
volope to the hon. member as follows : — 
-'Thomas Humphreys, Esq., M. P. P." 
He had received that day in reply a letter 
addressed " James Baker, M. V. P.," in 
which it was said : "Mr. Humphreys 
presents his compliments to the chairman 
of committee with returned enclosure, 
Opened by mistake. Mr. Humphreys 
avails himself of the sinister opportunity 
of pointing to Mr. chairman the obvious 
discourtesy or ignorance lurking in the 
superscription." (Laughter). He (Col. 
Baker) was puzzled hy this lettor 
ami therefore stepped over to where 
the hon. gentleman was sitting and 
asked if be had made any mistake in 
his Christian name. After certain hesita- 
tion the hon. gentleman replied thut his 
name was "Basil," (laughter) but noticing 
that tboie was still something wrong he 
asked what was wanting, whoreupbn with 
an offensive manner the hon. gentleman 
said bo was entitled to the prefix "hon- 
orable." He (Col. B.) bad felt somewhat 
piqued and replied that ho doubled 
whether he was really entitled to that 
prolix, as he was not at present in the 
council, when the hon, member from 
ComoX, with his usual breeding, told him 
that "bo had better go to school." He 
would bore state that in addressing tho 
envelope to tho hon. gentleman lie had 
not the slightest intention of withholding 
any title from him whether he deserved 
it or not. However, ho hnd since been 
to school, and found in thu Canadian 
''Parliamentary Companion' 1 that execu- 
tive members of provincial legislative 
assemblies were only entitled to the title 
( f "honorable" during their period of 
ollico and not afterwards. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven explained that gentle- 
men who bad been members of the legis- 
lative council prior to confederation were 
by an order in council uf Her Majesty 
entitled for life to the prolix "Honor- 
able" to their name. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it could bo readily 
understood why an hon, gentleman not in 
the country for an extended time would 
fall into the error of questioning Mr. 
Humphrey's right to the prefix. By that 
order in council Mr. H. and Mr. Bunster 
were each entitled to "Hon." to thoir 
name (laughter). 

Col. Baker said he was quite willing to 
address the hon. gentleman by any title 
he liked, and if bo only would lot hihi 
know what it was he would address liis 
lettor accordingly. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said he suspected 
that the hon. member for Kootenay in- 
tentionally omitted the piotix "Hon.," to 
which hu was ontitlcd. 

Col. Baker-— No. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys was still of the 
belief that thu hon. gentleman wuh in- 
tentional in omitting his proper title. He 
explained the way in which ho received 
tho title of "Hon." Hu was one of tho 
gentlemen whom tho Qupen had con- 
furred it upon. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Yes. You and Mr. 
Bunstur. (Laughter). 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys here made some 
angry remarks. 

Col. Bakot said that ho had addressed 
a now envelope "Tho Hon. Thomas Basil 
Humphreys, M. P. P.," Ho would uak 
Lho hon, gentleman if that was correct. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Wronir again. 
I am not a member of parliament. It is 
not correct to attach "M. P. P. " to names 
of members of tho legislature. (Derisive 
laughter). 

Col. Baker-. Then 1 will nddreBR the 
unvolopu " The Hun. Thomas Basil 



Humphreys, member for Comox," and I 
trust that will satisfy the hon. gentleman. 

[Tho messenger carried the l itter to tho 
bun. gentleman, who accepted it.] 

Mr. Humphreys addressed some angry 
peasonal remarks to the hon. Mr. Davie 
across the Hour of tho bouse. 

Mr. Speaker— It. is not competent for 
any hon. gentleman to talk across the 
Boor of the house. 

Hon. Mr, Humphreys (angrily) — Well, 
why do you permit it From the hon. acting 
attorney general. lie is always doing it. 

Mr. Speaker- I did not hoar the hon. 
gentleman say anything. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Well, I did. 

Hon. Mr. Dav ie denied having said 
anything, 

Mr. Speaker said the hon. gentleman 
would not be permitted to threaten mem- 
bers across tho floor of tho house. The 
hem. gentleman from Comox was con- 
tinually doing it, and he Would have to 
discontinue it. (Approving applause.) 

IN T ESTA T K ESTATES. 

Hon Mr. Humphreys moved, seconded 
by Mr. Heaven - Whereas the adminis- 
tration of intestate estates in the province 
of British Columbia is expensive and un- 
satisfactory; be it therefore resolved, that 
;i select committee be appointed to en- 
quire into the state of the law, and tho 
uiut.liods of administering such estates, 
with a view to the greater security of the 
public. The committee to have power to 
call for all persons, letters, books, docu- 
ments, and accounts whatsoever, relating 
to such estates, and to make such recom- 
mendations to this house as may be. found 
expedient. 

Tho hon. mover said this resolution was 
brought forward to obtain some informa- 
tion as to what became of the property of 
deceased intestate estates, and to have the 
matter placed on a satisfactory basis in 
the interests of thu public. Some system 
should he adopted to inform living rela- 
tives of the property left by deceased 
persons. 

The resolution was carried, committee 
to consist, of Messrs. Higgins, Cowan, 
Duck, Anderson and the mover. 

COUNTY COURTS. 

Hon. T. Davie asked leave to introduce 
-i bill intituled "An Act for increasing the 
e(licienoy of County Courts." 

Leave granted. Bill read a first time, 
second reading on Friday next. 

ASSIZE COURT, 

Hon. T. Davie asked leave to introduce 
a bill intituled' "An Act to amend the 
"Assize Court Act, 1885. '" 

Leave granted. Bill read a first time, 
second reading on Friday next. 

MAIL TO KOCK OBEEK. 

Mr. Somlin moved, seconded by Mr. 
Martin, that a respectful address bo pre- 
sented to his honor the lieutenant-gover- 
nor, asking his honor to urge upon the 
federal government the importance pf 
establishing immediately a mail communi- 
cation through British Columbia with 
Rock Creek. 

Tho hon. mover said that at present all 
mail matter, in order to get to camp in 
any reasonable time, had to go by way of 
Marcus, W. T. There was no doubt that 
a very large number of miners would be 
present at Rock Creek during the coining 
season, and it was highly desirable in the 
interests of trade that a weekly service 
should bn supplied: 

Mr. Bole thought the resolution should 
be amended, and the route indicated. Me 
thought that Keremeos in Yale district 
should bo given more than a monthly 
mail service. There was a huge popula- 
tion in that neighborhood which should he 
considered. He endorsed the intent of 
the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought that the 
route should be left in the hands of the 
postal authorities. It would bo hard to 
indicate the most desirable route at the 
present time, there wore so many points 
to be considered in the formation of a 
weekly route. 
The motion carried, 

QUESTIONS, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked the honor- 
able the acting attorney-general: Has 
a lease of any portion of Perry creek, 
Kootenay district, been granted to Lieut, : 
Colonel Baker, M.P.I'.; if so, what, tire 
its terms and conditions, and does it con- 
tain a clause restricting the employment 
of Chinese / 

Ans. — A lease of a portion of Perry 
Creek, Kootenay district, has been grant- 
i to Lieut-Col". Baker, M. P. P., and 
Hon. Frederick W. Aylmer, for a term of 
25 years at an annual rental of .$200. The 
lease is granted on the condition that not 
loss than $5000 is expended on the leased 
premises during the lirst year; not less 
than $0,000 during the second year; hot 
hiss than 88,000 during tho third year; 
not less than §8,000 during the fourth 
year, and thereafter not less than .$2,000 
during each and every year of the remain- 
der of tho said term. Thu lease contains 
a clatisu not only restricting but penalty 
prohibiting the employment of Chinese 
"either directly or indirectly in or about 
or concerning any work or services author- 
ised by the leaso or required to be done 
or performed by the lessees." 

Mr. Ladner asked tho Hon. the Pro- 
vincial Secretary tho following question,: 
Do the Qoveonmont intend to take any 
action to prevent the importation of rab- 
bits into this province? 

Ans. — Not until thoy are in possession 
of more definite information. 

Mr. Beaven asked the Hon. the Chief 
Commissioner of Land and Works the fol- 
lowing question: Has any member of 
tho executive council made application to 
acquire crown lands or other public 
property, or obtained a crown grant of 
such property since 1st January, 1887; 
if so, what is the dale and nature of tho 
application and name of the applicant! 

Ans.— Yes; application to purchase IJ40 
acres of land in Kamloops district by J. 
H. Turner was received at the Land and 
Works oflice, March 2d, 1887, and a 
crown grant has been issued. 

FOREIGN MQriNa COMPANIES, 

Hon. Mr. Davie in moving the second 
reading of the bill incorporating Foreign 
Mining companies, said the desirability 
of such a measure had already been dis- 
cussed, and it was not necessary to go into 
any extensive detailed statement, The 
act would bi rend with an act already in 
existence In regard to process against 

foreign companies. The present bill was 
intended to attract foreign capital to aid 
in the development of the mines. 

Mr. Higgins asked if it was tho inten- 
tion to include foreign companies uf all 
kinds within the moaning of this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it was not the in- 
tention to extend the privilege to other 
than mining companies. Tho extonsion 
to all companies of tho privileges pro- 
posed in tho present bill was a largo ques- 
tion and ho did not think that manufac- 
turers at present in tho province would 
iiHsent to*HO great a chango. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought that the 
bill did not sullicioutly provide against 
fraudulent companies. He favored the 
introduction of foreign capital, but 
thought the same safeguards should be 
provided as in the caso of Dominion or 
provincial companies.

London, I'ob. 22. — The house of Com- 
mons to-day rejected tho amendment to 
the address, proposing tho creation of a 
tribunal of judicial rents in Scotland. 
The motion for voting the address was 
then approved, after which, on motion 
that the report on the address bo adopted, 
Labouchere moved to insert in tho report 
a request that the house bo informed when 
the correspondence betweon England and 
Italy which bound the former government 
to intervene in the event of war between 
Franco and Italy. 

Labouohere severely criticised tho for- 
eign policy of Lord Salisbury,who he declar- 
ed was willing to drag the country into a 
foreign war in order to save his policy to- 
ward Ireland. Salisbury's foreign policy 
was hatred toward Franco and jealousy 
toward Russia. He hated France because 
she was a prosperous republic that main- 
tained no royalties or aristocracies. 

Sir J Mines Ferguson said bo was unable 
to understand Mr. Labouchere's purpose 
in making the mischievous statement*, no 
reputable statesman in b ianco would at- 
tribute such a policy to Lord Salisbury, 
least of all, these Frenchmen who had 
dealings with Salisbury during his conduct 
of tho foreign affairs of Croat Britain. 
The government could not lay its confi- 
dential correspondence before the bouso, 
hut it could reassuro the house that no 
engagement bad been entered into with 
Italy or any other power, that was nut 
already known to parliament. 

Mr. Gladstone expressed satisfaction at 
Sir Jas. Ferguson's assurance that tho 
government had conducted a policy of 
harmony with Franco, ho was content he 
said, with the declaration of the govern- 
ment policy just obtained, and bolieved 
the course taken by Salisbury has been 
sometimes entirely in accordance with the 
sound principles for regulating the foreign 
policy of England. He hoped that what- 
ever happened in Europe a unity of the 
sentiments of all parties on foreign policy 
would be attained, thus doubling tho moral 
force of England and immensely increas- 
ing her power when forced to intervene. 

W. H. Smith congratulated tho house 
on the tone of Gladstone's remarks, de- 
claring it was worthy of tho ancient repu- 
tation of the House of Commons ft nd the 
responsibility attaching to statesmen who 
have been high in tho government. 

Smith further remarked that the gov- 
ernment had always held cordial relations 
with France, declared it was notthe slight- 
est grounds for suspicion that anything had 
baen done to trench upon existing har- 
mony. Labouchere's amendment was 
then withdrawn. 

Approved iiy Salisbury. 

Minister Phoips had a long interview 
with Lord Salisbury to-day, during which 
the lisheries treaty was carefully examin- 
ed and received thu premier's approval, 

Tho Olobe, referring to thu Canadian 
fisheries treaty, says tho agreeuiont ap- 
pears to be a clever compromise of con- 
tlicting interests. The question now 
arises will Canadians be' satisfied? Tho 
matter at stoke is of vital interest to their 
maritime population, but brother Jona- 
than has raised such a reputation of 
always gutting tho better of a deal, that 
we sympathize with Canadian misgivings 
that better terms would be impossible 
wore Blaine's party to win. A treaty of 
auy sort whould be out of tho question. 
The treaty, however, receives the appro- 
val of a majority of the ministerial nioin- 
bers who have expressed opinions thereof, 
and several cabinet officials are reported 
as favoring tho ratification as tho best 
way of disposing of tho troublesome 
matter. 

— Election Voalesls. 

The parliamentary election to fill the 
vacancy made by the resignation of Win. 
J. Evelyn, Conservative member of par- 
liament for Deptford, will probably take 
place on Thursday, March 1st. Although 
Mr. Evelyn was returned at the last gen- 
eral election by a majority of 027 over 
SalmoHun, Ghose; tho Gladstone-Liberals 
are hopeful, in view of thoir recent suc- 
cesses, of olucting their candidate. A 
manifest tendency of electors toward 
Gladstonianism has also decided thu Lib- 
erals to contest the seat for Hanystead, 
made vacant by tho retirement of Sir 
Henry T. Holland, in spito of tho fact 
that that gentleman was returned at tho 
last election by a majority of 1,702 votes. 

\<> dinner For llonir Kulc. 

Lord Randolph Churchill addressing 
the Oxford union society this ovening 
doniod he had ever stigmatized the Irish 
as "foul bonds," and had not any time ho 
said indulged in remarks to discredit a 
people and be never would. Was the 
erection of an Irish parliament a just as- 
piration of Irishmen he asked, and did 
not England at the present time have an 
English parliament. Home rule, ho de- 
clared, had nut tho slightest cbanco of 
adoption. The present parliament was 
likely to last till 1893 and within that 
time the Irish party would probably be 
wrecked.

further explanations, which may bo more 
easily given by pointing to the presump- 
tive faot that tho government, by remov- 
ing Warren, repudiated suoh of his acts as 
provoked interrogations. 

StiHlenl*' National Uub. 

A largo and exceedingly enthusiastic 
mooting of English and American studonts 
at the university of Berlin was bold last 
night for tho purpose of founding a club 
exclusively of students of thoir own na- 
tionalities. 

In Appointment for (.'liurrblll. 

It is rumored that in tho event of the 
retirement of Viscount Cross from the of- 
fice of secretary of stato for India, Lord 
Churchill will be appointed to succood 
him. 

Legality or Klrfllon to the Thrcnt. 

Vienna, Feb. 22. — The Austrian gov- 
ernment agrees with Russia that tho pres- 
ence of Prince Ferdinand in Bulgaria is 



illegal, although it recognizes that his 
election to the throne by theabbrauje was 
m itself legal. The government has the 
assurance that Italy will co-operate with 
England and Austria in reference to 
Bulgaria.

Measures to be BrouehtForwara— The Fisheries 
Treaty Satisfactory to the Members 
of the Government.

Ottawa, Fob. 22. — Parliament opens 
to-morrow with the usual formali- 
ties. Tho governor-goneral in his speech 
will congratulate parliament on tho 
general prosperity of the country, will re- 
fer to the abundant harvest in the 
Northwest Territories, and will express 
the hope that the fisheries treaty will be 
regarded as honorable and satisfactory to 
both nations. The following government 
measures are promised: To amend the 
railway act; to amend tho election act to 
render it moro effective; to amend the 
controverted elections' act to remove cer- 
tain questions of interpretation; to aim ; 
plify tho Dominion franchise act and to 
lesson the cost of its operation, and to ap- 
ply a larger portion of the modern laws 
of England to Manitoba and tho North- 
west Territories. Other measures are 
relative to the judiciary, civil service and 
the audit of the public accounts. 

The provisions of the fisheries treaty 
are satisfactory to tho members of the 
government but they decline to anticipate 
the debate in parliament. 

THE NEW TREATY. 

An Interview With one of the Commisslonem- 
Wlio Defines Several of tk« Articles- 
Fishermen's Criticism. 

(Special to The OOfxmw.l 
Portland (Mo.), Feb. 22.— Tho Fress 
will to-morrow print an interview with 
Hon. W. L. Putnam, one of the fishery 
commissionois, who says, that as to bait 
the eleventh clause provides fully for all 
cases of stress of weather. A senate sub- 
committee was sent out in 188G, and re- 
ported, after full investigation that, as 
regards catching cod for bait, there 
is no necessity whatever for American 
fishermen to resort to Canadian 
waters for that purpose. It was 
proved before the committee that with 
the rarest exception it would be absolutely 
injurious to the pecuniary interests of all 
concerned in American vessols to resort 
to Dominion ports or waters, except in 
need or distress. As to 29th article of 
the treaty of 1871, concerning tran- 
shipment in bond, Mr. Putnam said: "I 
believe a careful examination of its terms 
context and history in connection 
with the peculiar phraseology of the first 
section of the convention of 1818 will 
satisfy a majority of impartial lawyers ac- 
customed to examine such questions, that 
it does not include fishing vessels, or their 
catch; as to all other mutters tho treaty 
meets all the difficulties which arose in 
188(1 and 1887, and fishermen will practi- 
cally secure by it all they desire freely, 
and without making compensation there- 
for. This is not to be regarded as a vic- 
tory, but as the working out of a just 
principle in a friendly spirit. Tho 14th 
article concerning penalties will be found 
in practice to bo a great gain for our 



Interviews with Portland fishermen 
shows opinions arc generally adverse to 
the treaty, and thoy criticise it freely. 

Gloucester, Mass., Feb. 22. — The 
fishery interests here condemn the treaty 
in ioto. It is claimed that weloso valuable 
privileges in Newfoundland waters, espe- 
cially the right to procure bait, outfits, 
etc., and to land, tranship and dry fish.

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TWO CRITICS. 

Every grit journal in tho Dominion 
may bo expected to whine over the pro- 
visions of tho fisheries treaty and to claim, 
without really knowing what its effect will 
be, that the interests of Canada have been 
subordinated to those of the United States. 
The Times of this city is a case in point. 
It republishes the treaty from our columns 
and in a few abstract sentences, which 
bear no impress of argument, condemns 
it. Wo venture to say that the writer of 
shoso somewhat vague comments did not 
really know what lie was writing about. 
To criticize, with some judgment, a treaty 
of such great length and of such vast im- 
portance as that which has just been con- 
suinated at Washington requires some- 
thing more than a passing glance, such as 
our contemporary could only in the com- 
paratively brief time at his disposal have 
given it. Casting a superficial glance over 
it, without at all comparing it with tho 
treaty of 1818, tho writer on tho grit or- 
gan has said, "well it's safe to deal in gen- 
eralities anyway and say that our inter- 
ests have been grossly sacrificed." That 
groat minds do not run in tho same 
groove always is instanced by a dispatch, 
dated New York, which appeared in the 
same issue of the Times as the remarks to 
which we refur. It roads as follows: 

"In an editorial cm tho fisheries treaty 
the 'Tribune says: The State Department's 
diplomatic triumph is feeble and an in- 
coherent promise. From his own stand- 
point, Bayard has succeeded fairly well in 
adjusting technical questions, but even if 
he has done this, he lias failed to vindi- 
cate the honor of the nation by defending 
the right of citizens engaged in a lawful 
calling. After reciting the outrages com- 
mitted in tho last two years by tho Cana- 
dian authorities, the Tribune says: Tho 
most valid objection to the treaty is the 
patent fact that nearly all these outrages 
and indignities can be repeated under it 
with the same impunity as before. The 
Canadian government, witli their customs 
regulations, deliberately harassed anil 
persecuted American fishermen in order 
to forco the United States to take off the 
duty on tisli. That was their objective 
point, and it will be so again, treaty or 
no treaty." 

The Liberal organs in Canada it would 
seem are determined to howl down tho 
treaty because it was negotiated by tho 
Liberal-Conservative government while the 
Republican party in the United States are 
quite as resolved to fight it down because 
it was negotiated by a Democratic Gov- 
ernment. We had hoped the groat Re- 
publican party had few of the character- 
istics of the Grits; who have libelled this 
country whenever the slightest opportun- 
ity has been afforded them and have bei 
tho means to a large extent of hljuril 
their native land abroad. The Grit Tim 
and tho Republican Triliunc — we apologize 
to the lattor for the comparison — both 
seom to bo actuated by the snino desire - 
to cast odium on their respective govern 
ments. It would be interesting to know 
whether, according to tho Times, Camilla 
has been trampled in the dust, or whether, 
according to the Tribune, the United 
States has been dealt a foul blow by h 
friends. Sensible men who read the pri 
visions of the treaty carefully will see that 
tho rights of both countries have been 
carefully adjusted, and that whatpromised 
to bo a menace to the friendly relations of 
two sister nations has happily been avert 
od by diplomucy on terms which can only 
be regarded as mutually satisfactory to 
each.

We will bo from 
twelve to sixteen men stronger than we 
were' when the gun tired for prorgoation 
in Juno last. (Cheers.) .Just consider. 
We are the corrupt, wo are the boodlers, 
the men that robbed tho country, and the 
purists — the Grits and the Rouges — oh, 
how pure they wore '. (Laughter.) Look at 
Ontario. There have been a good many 
seats contested, my own for Kingston 
among the rest. 1 was the Prince of 
Boodlers, I was the charter seller, I had 
corrupted the peoplo of Canada, and yet 
when my seat for Kingston was contested, 
a judge, appointed by Mr. Mackenzie and 
Mr. Blake, said my election was excep- 
tionally pure. (Cheers and laughter). 
Every election petition against a Conser- 
vative was dismissed with costs as un- 
founded, and overy election petition 
against in.- purists, the Reform party, the 
Liberal party, the honest party (laughter) 
— every such petition was carried and the 
member was unseated for gross corruption, 
and ho had to pay for it. That is our 
position. Wo meet parliament in a few 
days stronger than when wo were main- 
tained in power in February. We have 
the most unmistakable confidence that we 
represent really the sentiment of the 
country. /Cheers.) On the other hand 
what is the position of tho Opposition I 
Mr. Laurier is their leader. Vet, you 
cannot open a Western Grit paper with- 
out finding it stated that Mr. Laurier 
must be deposed and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright or somebody else put in his place. 
Will they not serve under a French 
Canadian i Laurier is going to bo ban- 
ished again to the banks of the Saskatche- 
wan. (Loud laughter.) Sow different is 
the position of the Conservative party ! 1 
look back with great prido to having 
served as a lieutenant to Sir (ieorgo 
Cartier. 1 had the greatest pride 
in serving under that chivalrous old 
soldier. (Cheers.) 1 had also great prido in 
serving under a man whose health, un- 
fortunately, will not allow him to greet 
us to-night. Sir Narcisso Belleau. (Ap- 
plause). We, the conservative party, had 
no objection to serve under a French 
Canadian. Wo were not ashamed to 
serve under a French Canadian; we were 
animated by no such unworthy feeling. 
When we shook hands m 18(14 with tho 
Parti Bleu it was union for life. (Cheers). 
We till belong to the same party and 
country. We all have the same interests, 
we all look to the future of a united Can- 
ada. We look to grow, French and Eng- 
lishmen, in peace, working together for 
tho promotion and welfare of the Do- 
minion, and in war its in peace we shall 
stand shoulder to shoulder as we did in 
1812. (Cheers). The difference between 
flu- conservative party and the liberal 
party is that thoy are a rope of sand and 
we are a band of steel. (Cheers). 1 have 
no hesitation in speaking, even hero, of 
events that have taken place within a few 
years. There were circumstances which 
appeared for a time to sever the people of 
one province from another, but justice 
has been cone to the motivos of those 
who were aroused by a feeling of natu- 
ral sympathy for their countrymen; That 
the feeling was a natural one is admitted 
by all, and the fact is the government 
performed a duty most unwelcome to 
their feelings in carrying out the law of 
the land." 

The Toronto Mail, which he had largely 
been instrumental in raising to tho posi- 
tion it has attained m the ranks of journ- 
alism, came in for a sound drubbing. 
He said . 

"There was another reason for the tem- 
porary cloud between the Conservatives 
of this province and those of Western 
Canada, and that was the treacherous and 
unworthy conduct of the Mini! newspaper.

It was said : "It is all very well for the 
Mail to pretend to be in opposition to the 
Government. It is writing under the 
dictation of Sir .John." That paper was 
used as a campaign paper against me— 
(hoar, hear, and applause) — and in west- 
ern Canada I took the Opportunity of re- 
pudiating in the strongest terms that 
treacherous organ." 

Hon. Thomas White and Hon. John 
Costigan also spoke and the magnificent 
demonstration is said to have passed off 
with greater eclat than any previous as- 
semblage of the kind in tho history of 
the French province.

The loader of the Government 
acted somewhat differently. The moment 
ho hoard it as a street rumor he tele- 
graphed the Government protesting 
against it.

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A POET AT HOME. 



VISITING JOAQUIN MILLER IN HI8 
MOUNTAIN CABIN. 



Uvt:i,7 hi California at an Altitude a; 
700 Feet Above the Sou — Hun Given 
Up Poetry — Waiting for Ills Time to 
Come. 

At Onkliuul I visited .Tonquiti Miller, 
known as thi! Poet, of the Sierras, a man 
of unquestionable poetic apprehension and 
frequent poetic genius, who might have 
been, with education, the best poet now 
extant in out- country. Lacking original 
education he gives vent to surprises, and 
sometimes mistakes strong language for 
the voice of art. Bret llarte has written 
the best poems of any Californian, for he 
seems to have been an exploring, reading 
man. Miller, however, has had a more 
consonant life with his romantic writings 
than either Clemens or llarte, the other 
two well known coasters. When Clemens 
lived out here he was generally hnrd up, 
and being fond of money he was cor- 
respondingly saturnine. He has cured 
himself bravely of Impecuniosity, but 
Bret llarte, as Jonqnin Miller said to me, 
will some day starve it' he stays in London 
and tries to live upon mere literature, 
which is no profession in our day. 

It is a curious tiling to see Joaquin 
Miller, living here tit an altitude of 700 
feet above the sea, on .-i yet naked moun- 
tain, digging with his own hands cracks 
in the black mold and among the stones 
to procure drinking water, which trickles 
nil around his ivnti r Bhed and promises to 
turn his land Into an oasis in the skies. 
With his own hands he erected the stone 
steps which lead up to his door. In tliis 
operation it Is said that he had u hem- 
orrhage of the hiiigs, Und this, added to 
his labors to finish a Scriptural poem, 
gave him a rather old and worn look 
when 1 saw him, and he limped besides 
from some wounds received in his body in 
Oregon, where lie was one of the lynch 
law men. yet ultimately a judge, lie has 
a little house in the cleft of the moun- 
tains, made of redwood, ubout ten or 
twelve feet high and perhaps thirty feet 
long. It has just one room, with alcove 
beds for himself and his mother, who is a 
flue old woman, originally from Liberty, 
[nd. She wont out to Oregon somewhere 
about 1852, and there had three sons, of 
whom she says that two were men of 
more ability than the celebrated poet of 
the Sierras. Miller says the same about 
his brothers. The) anil his fa: her are de- 
ceased. .Miller is not an affected man, 
but one who really represents in himself 
most of the evidences of extreme border 
mountain life. 

HI- VARIOUS EXPERIENCES. 

He has lived among the Indians, has 
been a favorite in the drawing rooms of 
London, was at one time something of a 
success in Wall street, and he astonished 
Washington by building a log cabin with- 
in less than a mile of the president's 
house. 'Phis cabin he still possesses, but 
the land he held in Washington has been 
sold at a considerable advance, lie took 
the money anil bought property in Oak- 
land, which he has turned over to ad- 
vantage, ami therefore owns Kill ai res of 
good building and orchard sites four miles 
from the ferry. 

Miller is a blue eyed man with warm 
brown hair, almost reddish in its tint, 
and he can be affectionate anil engaging 
in his manner, and is a good deal admired 
by a class of men above the newspaper 
paragraph ors and below the millionaires. 

lie says he will never again move, but 
expects to die on his lofty patch and have 
his bones cremated among the stones 
there. His historical passion was evi- 
denced from Ms having planted the flag- 
staff on a step upon his cabin, where, he 
says, Fremont encamped at the time of 
bis first exploration, I found him sitting 
with his Bible turning the story of Christ 
as a human man ami brother into poetry, 
if that can be done any belter than the old 
fellows did it. He is one of the last poets 
we possess who, after the manner of 
Thoreau, lias given his maturer life to the 
creation of dreams in verse. It must not 
be forgo! ten, however, that be wrote two 
very good plays, which have been repre- 
sented on both sides of the ocean, and 
they made a fortune for McKee Rankin 
and one or two others, 

"1 went to Washington," said Miller, 
"sincerely desiring to adapt myself to it, 
and to love it, but they didn't agree with 
me there; I found it was no place for ma 
and I came back again to my own coast. 
Instead ot writing poems hereafter I shall 
try to enjoy the raising of poetical houses 
on my tract ami to study nature and wait 
for my time to molderaway." 

Mr. .Mi l!i r innrrit it a few years ago Mrs. 
1 eland, of New York, an amiable and 
charming young lady, and he expects to 
bring her out hereto his new possession 
ami have her superintend bis affairs and 
teach him the ways of practical life.— Cor.

SOMETHING N EW IN BARRELS. 

A Decided Doprirtuve la Hie Munuiiietiih*o 
of .i Very Useful Article. 

You wouldn't think that anything new 
could uo written about such a homely 
subject us a barrel, but a decidedly new 
departure is to be chronicled. The barrel 
of comTTierco is n< >t<- by HnlitUn'* the log 
into bolts about thirty Inches long. The 
holts are plnced in a large vat, subjected 
to an intense si earn heat for twelve hours, 
and then, while hot , are cut up into staves. 
After live or six months of air drying the 
staves are ready lor the listing (or joint- 
ing) machine. This process completed, 
the staves are in proper condition for the 
cooper, who trusses them (arranges them 
in barrel form) anil cuts the chine ami 
cro/.e, after u hich they are ready for heads 
and hoops. Shaving, planing and crozlng 
machines arc used in the manufacture of 
common barrels, ami in each barrel there 
are sixteen staves. The now barrel is 
made of two staves. 

In an establishment where they are 
manufactured I saw an elm log thirty one 
inches long and twenty-four inches in di- 
ameter, resting ill a steam vat. A crane, 
operated by steam power, grappled the 
log anil swung it into position in the ma- 
chine. This wonderful piece of mechan- 
ism clamps the log exactly in the center 
and immediately begins a motion of lift;, 
revolutions to the minute. V. hen the log 
commences to j'evolvo in the embrace of 
the machine a knife is fed directly on the 
outside of the log. cutting ell' acontlnuous 
sheet the proper length and thickness of a 
slave, in this way the entire log is util- 
ized as slave material exce pt about six 
inches of the core or heart. « Inch is prac- 
tically worthless. On the opposite sideol 
the cutting knife, ami revolving upon the 
surface of the log, are two cylinders, 
being held thereon by the same mechan- 
ism which feeds the knife to the log. One 
revolution of these cylinders measures a 
half barrel of continuous am! solid stave 
miu. rial, [n the surface of these cylin- 
ders is a knife, which Is forced into* the 
solid log, cutting off a sheet, which falls 
on to n conveyor in the perfect form of a 
half barrel. This half barrel, which has 
just dropped from the log. is completely 
chined, crozed ami equalized, Its oxter 
mil form is superior to any work which 
the most expert cooper can execute. It is 
mathematically "truo." The chining, 
crozlng and equalizing have all been done 
by the same knife, and the perfected half 
barrel is the result of the single mechan- 
ical revolution. 

The elm log referred lo remained in the 
machine fifty .seconds, at the expiration of 
which time ii had been converted into 
thirty-four staves or tnatefial for seven- 
teen barrels. The staves are dried, listed 
(jointed) and then receive head and hoops. 
Two hundred anil twenty barrels are 
made from 1,000 feel of log measure. By 
the old style of manufacture the maxi- 
mum proline; is about fifty barrels less. 
On the old barrel, with sixteen - laves, 
thirty-two listings are required. Here 
only four listings are made. The saving 
in this detail ahme is grout. As a labor 
■r.ving invention it represents an advance 
of 00 per cent, on the old method of man 
tifactnre. Barrels, nail kegs, butter tubs 
and pails are turned out at will with this 
wonderful machine. The inventor, a 
Michigan man. has had the idea germinat- 
ing in his brain for over twenty years, but 
it was only during the present year that 
i he mechanism was perfected. —Chicago 
Herald. 



Winter Weather on the Nile. 
I am. however, forced to believe that, 
so tar as climate alone is concerned, t he 
average winter weather on the N ile from 
November to April is as good as any to be 
found for a majority of those who need a 
mild, dry atmosphere, free from malaria 
—an element which must be carefully 
considered by all iu search of warm win- 
ters. As the Nile valley is seldom more 
tlltin ten miles wide between i he deserts — 
and its average is much less— there must 
bea purity of atmosphere therein that is 
exceptional. It is cool and bracing, and 
ncce -ariiy very dry— too dry, in fact, for 
some tm ;:!;<rs. 

On the Nile, above Cairo, but not in- 
. hiding Cairo, lires are unnecessary dur- 
ing the winter days. Cotton, tobacco, 
beans, and other plants very sensitive to 
c I'd, continue to grow and blossom in this 
• a. on, and yet the heat Is neither oppres- 
sive r.i r debilitating, and woolen clothing 
can be worn nearly all the time. The

Experiment* with the Edolwolss, 
The Ivoliiisclie Volkszeitung calls at- 
tention to the experiments which are be- 
ing made to make the edelweiss grow 
among the Biesengebirge of Bohemia, It 
seems that similar experiments have been 
for a considerable time in course of trial 
in the Eifel, especially among the ruined 
castles of Nurburg, not only with edel- 
weiss, but also with other rare Alpine 
plants. But it is a question whether the 
plant is not changing its character and 
being transformed, in fact, into a now 
species. Such a transformation has oc- 
curred in tho mountains of upper Aus- 
tria, where, also, an attempt was made 
to in olimatize tho edelweiss. Tho plant 
throve, but it has lost its beautiful ermine 
like bloom, and is no longer white, but 
red. 



Sorghum Sugar In Kansas. 

The state of Kansas pays a bounty of 
two cents per i>ouiid on all sorghum 
BUgor manufactured within its limits. 
Tliis litis led to an extraordinary increase 
in sorghum growing. The Fort Scott 
works, with improved vacuum pans, has 
succeeded in getting 102 pounds of sugar 
and twelve gallons of syrup from a ton 
of cane. Ah ten to fifteen tons of cano 
may be grown on an acre, the stato 
bounty alone pays a fnir profit on cost of 
growing. Sorghum seed makes a valu- 
able feed for stock, ami is a fair substi- 
tute for buckwheat to make flour from 
for griddle cakes. Thus tho Kansas 
farmer rnay get his bread and have it 
sweetened from one plant, besides re- 
ceiving something from the state for his 
enterprise.— Boston Budget. 



Improvement of Country Town*. 

Some time ago I had occasion to call at- 
tention to the shady business transactions 
of a number of syndicates of sharpers, 
whose plan of operations has beon to 
secure franchises for public improvements 
from interior towns and cities, which they 
have hawked about in New York city and 
-eld to syndicates. These syndicate:! 
would proceed to build rickety street ear 
lines or faulty water works systems, with 
the sole object in view of selling the stock 
and bonds of the companies. The towns 
and cities which have granted such fran- 
chises without thorough investigation of 
the credit of persons applying for them 
have almost invariably been supplied with 
faulty systems of public improvements. 
This sort of thing has been carried on to 
such an extent as to produce a reaction 
and now encouragement has been given to 
solid investors to enter upon solid lines of 
work. 

An extensive contractor for tho con- 
struction of water works remarked: "A 
great deal of solid investment is taking 
place in the Improvement of towns and 
cities over the country, where within a 
few years it has been tho custom to make 
such improvements merely for tho sale of 
stock and bonds. Tho day for that kind 
of wildcat work has gone by. Men with 
money have discovered that in the con- 
struction of solid and substantial public 
improvement in growing places there is 
ample remuneration in a legitimate way. 
Recently I have constructed a number of 
waterworks systems for syndicates of 
capitalists, who have put their money 
in these systems for permanent in- 
vestment, and could not bo induced to sell 
a dollar of the stocks or bonds. In doing 
work for this class of investors I have 
found that they are satisfied with nothing 
but the best, indicating therein their pur- 
pose to make long investments. In some 
instances these syndicates have gone into 
towns and cities where faulty public im- 
provements existed, have bought up the 
stock of the old concerns, reorganized tho 
companies, and then reconstructed every- 
thing. Tliis is good work for the entire 
country."— Cor. New York Tribune 



Hindoo Pagodn at Singapore, 

Through the open doors of the sanctuary 
may be seen burning hanging lumps. 
Gods, with great terrifying heads, appear 
at the farther end of the edifice, surround- 
ed by mysterious symbols, the floor before 
them being strewed with stemlcss llowers 
that diffuse far and wide the fragrance of 
jessamines and tuberoses. 

Three or four Hindoos are there, on 
guard; young men scantily clad in Fnort 
cotton drawers, with hair like a girl's 
falling to their shoulders; they have u sav- 
age aspect, and tho white of their eyes re- 
sembles enamel. Their faces are hand- 
some and their cheeks are beardless; but 
on their round bosoms grows a disgusting 
black fur; their appearance is astonishing 
and repelling; wo might imagine that they 
were part woman, part monkey and part 
wild beast. 

There, although in close proximity to 
gods, they talk and laugh as if the divini- 
ties were their boon companions. One of 
them takes an armful of jessamine flow- 
ers, strung together as a garland, and 
crosses tho court beneath the roseate 
moon. Ho goes to a small, solitary 
chapel, where stands an idol which seems 
more ancient than any of tho others. It 
Is n divinity with six arms, a high head 
dress and big glass eyes of a ferocious as- 
pect. He is there alone, a small lamp 
that through respect has been lighted in 
front of him being his only company. 

Without even casting a look upon the 
god, the youth places his jessamino flow- 
ers in a dish on tho floor, just as ono 
would put food before a beast. — Singapore 
Cor. New Orleans Times-Democrat. 



FINANCIAL PROBLEM SOLVED. 

Mr. Greemvay Says He Has a Bona Fide Offer 
to Build the Ii. B. V. It. 

Winnipeg Sun: Premier Greenway was 
seen to-day in reference to his statement, 
at Portage la Prairie that ho had a bona 
fide oiler to build the Rod River Valley 
railway. He said it was quite true that he 
had such an offer. It was from a perfect- 
ly reliable tinn, °.nd the oiler embraced 
a voluntary statement that tho 6rm would 
put up a marked cheque for $100,000 as a 
guarantee of good faith. Mr. Greenway 
declines to give the name of the firm, or 
enumerate tho conditions. He, however, 
said the offer was to build the road from 
West Lynne to Portage la Prairie, the 
government to pay a small cash bonus and 
an annual subsidy for n period of twenty 
years. Of course, the government was not 
bound to accept the offer if any better 
scheme presented itself, but it solved the 
financial problem, and that solved he 
would like to see what could prevent the 
road being built. He fully recognized that 
if the opposition of the Dominion govern- 
ment were withdrawn it would enable the 
government here to build the road much 
cheaper than it could under the present 
conditions.

» The American tugs Goliah and Mogul 
collided in the straits last week while 
racing for a tow. The (ioliah was slightly 
damaged. 

It is reported that Simpson Bros., of 
San Francisco, have purchased the ships 
Carrollton and Aureola. The Carrollton 
has made several trips to Nanaimo for 
coal and is said to bo a tino ship. 

Ship J. H. Bowers left Port Townsend, 
for Sydney, N.S, W., on Tuesday night. 
Tho master expects to go from Sydney to 
China, then come to this port or San 
Francisco, laden with merchandise. 

German barque Anna Bertha, 469 tons, 
of Hamburg, Capt. H. Neilson, cleared on 
Tuesday from Moodyvillo for Shanghai, 
with 282,421 feet of lumber, valued at 
$3,491.24. 

American barque Surah S. Ridgeway, 
of Philadelphia, 850 tons, Captain H. 0, 
Townsend, cleared from Vancouver on 
Tuesday for San Francisco with 1200 tons 
of anthracite coal from the Canadian An- 
thracite coal mine near Banff. 

Ship Palestine, built at Bath, Maine, 
eleven years ago and which has been ly- 
ing in Oakland creek for a longtime, was 
sold the other day for $31,000 to Samuel 
Blair. Sho is a double-decker of 1,470 
tons and has a coal carrying capacity of 
2,218 tons. Sho will probably go into 
the coasting trade. 

Snip General Fairchild, which arrived 
at Nanaimo a few days ago to load East 
Wellington coal, was towed to Seattle 
'Tuesday by the Alexander to load coal 
there. This change of charter is caused 
by the trouble between the men and the 
management of the East Wellington col- 
liery in regard to employing Chinese un- 
derground. 

Ship J. B. Walker, which arrived at 
Seattle on Sunday to load coal, lost two 
men at sea on Thursday last off Capo 
Flattery. The (irst sailor fell off the jib- 
boom while clewing sails. A boat was 
lowered and while one of his comrades 
was trying to rescue him, he lost his bal- 
ance and fell overboard. Both men, able- 
bodied seamen, were drowned. 

Capt. Speed, of the ship Alexander 
I ribson, returned to Tacomaon Saturday. 
His trick of leaving that port without his 
bills of lading did not help him much us 
che surveyor from Portland arrived there 
and would not come on to Port Town- 
send, and in consequence no insurance 
could bo placed upon the vessel's cargo. 
His departure from Taconia will cost, ad- 
ditional, something like §200. Further 
advices say that a libel has been filed 
against the vessel by the Portland Ship- 
pers' company and tho amount claimed is 
about 88,000.

ADJOURNED COMMITTEE — SAN FKANCISCO 
MAIL SERVICE. 

House wont into committee on Mr. 
Duck's resolution. M r. Croft in tho chair. 

Mr. Beaven thought that tho govern- 
ment had been remiss in the matter. No 
protest had been entered by the govern- 
ment until tho month of January, 
although the subsidy had been discon- 
tinued some months previous, Do 
thought it required an explanation. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said it could b 
readily furnished. As soon as a street 
rumor hud been heard, a member of the 
executive had sent a telegram in pro- 
teat. 'They did not wait for the board of 
trade to move in the matter, but had acted 
on tho first rumor, lie would like t< 
know by what manner of means tho gov- 
ernment was enabled to act in a matter of 
which they had no previous knowledge of. 

Hon. Mr. Bouven said that the matter 
discontinuing tho subsidy was discussed 
at the last session of parliament, and it 
had been discontinued months before 
action was taken. He (Mr. Beaven) knew 
of it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — Well, why in the 
name of all that is reasonable, if you 
knew of it, did you not, as a member for 
the city, bring it to the attention of the 
government ! 

Mr. Beaven still contended that tho 
government did not act quick enough, 
Perhaps it was because the lion, provincial 
secretary was the arch- enemy of Victoria 
that no action was taken. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that nothing was 
known by the business community of 
Victoria of the discontinuance of tho sub- 
sidy until after it had been brought up 
by the Board of Trade. 'The government 
took action immediately on hearing of it, 
and as tho currying of tho mails was not 
refused until the first of January, neither 
they nor tho business community were 
aware oi it. He thought tho lion, leader 
of the Opposition was the ono who was 
asleep, for by his own statement ho knew 
of it months before anyone else. 

Hon. Mr. Robson though it was in very 
bad taste for the lion, loader of the Op- 
position to charge him with being the 
arch-enemy of Victoria; why, he was the 
first one to move in the matter so soon as 
a rumor came to him. That did not show 
any enmity to Victoria. Whereas, the 
lion, gentlemen who represented the city, 
and who knew of the matter months be 
fore, had kept it to himself instead of 
bringing it to the attention of the Board 
of Trade or the government. He it was who 
wus the enemy of Victoria. Why did not 
the lion, gentleman desist from repeating 
in this house the childish stories that he 
heard on the street and bring in some- 
thing of a reasonable character. Ho was 
simply acting like a snarling cur. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that he did 
not know a single instance where the 
hon. leador of tho opposition had ever 
brought in anything that in the least ben- 
efited his constituents. What in the 
world did his constituents send him here 
for? Other members, personally and by 
letter, represented to tho government 
matters that were of benefit to their dis- 
tricts- but the lion, gentleman was either 
too small or too big tospeukto ihe govern- 
ment about anything; ' During the past 
six sessions of all the matters that were 
brought in to benefit Victoria, not one 
had been introduced by the lion, leader 
of tho opposition. 'They were principally 
brought forward by Sir. Duck. 

Mr. Beaven contended that the Hon. 
president of the council bad made himself 
rich by his vote in tho house. He hail 
never done anything to benefit Victoria 
or the province (derisive laughter). 

Mr. Grant jsaid that the lion, leader of 
the opposition was one of the most useful 
men in the house. This was acknowledged 
by the leader of the government more 
than once. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Yes; he is quite 
useful to the government in keeping 
members on this side of the house. 

Mr. Semlin thought the president of 
the council desired to make members 
merely delegates to ask for laud grants 
for their district, instead of acting as re- 
presentatives. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that discussion 
had taken a very wide range, almost m 
extended as that which resulted when the 
motion to go into committee of supply 
occurred, and he trusted that it Would be 
discontinued. The lion, member for Yale 
for four years bad remained a silent 
member, but had of late awoke, and now 
said a groat deal; there was not much in 
what he said, but still ho said something. 
Thero could be no doubt that the hon. 
leader of the opposition bail been asleep 
to his constituents interests— he knew 
what no one else know, and bottled it up 
until to-day. He questioned whether the 
lion, gentleman knew anything about it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys amused the 
house for a few minutes by referring to 
some literal'}* characters. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said, in answer to tho 
hon. chief commissioner's doubt, that he 
hud the information he claimed. He had 
learned it from last session's parliamen- 
tary debates. 

Hon. Mr, 'Turner said that tho amount 
for tho subsidy was placed on the Domin- 
ion estimates and it was not discontinued 
until August. The mails were not refused 
until last January, ami that was the first 
information anyone had concerning it. 

The resolution was reported to the 
house and passed. Messrs. 'Turner, Bea- 
veh, Duck and Grant, being appointed as 
the select committee. 

BALLOT ACT AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Higgins moved tho second reading 
of tho "Ballot Act Amendment Bill," and 
reviewed its principle. Ho said that if 
passed it would do away with the present 
requirement of packing the ballot boxes 
over many miles of country before the 
votes wore counted and would insure 
security and inviolability. It was pro- 
posed to count tho ballots at the polling 
places whore thoy were cast and not con- 
vey them, us now, to a common centre to 
be counted by the returning officer. In 
some respects tho bill resembled the 
Dominion statute. In tho case of a city 
whore thero was u population of 4,000, 
tho returning officer would bo required to 
divide the constituency into polling places 
ut the rate of one polling place to every 
2,000 inhabitants. Lust year a similar bill 
was thrown out at tho second reading, 
but ho looked for a better fate for this 
measure. 

Mr. Semlin thought the bill in a meas- 
ure would do away with tho secrecy of 
tho ballot. If ballots wore counted in tho 
division cast it would destroy suerecy, be- 
cause of the limited number of votes in 
many of them. 

Mr. Martin also considered that the 
object of tho ballot — that of secrecy — 
would bo sacrificed if the ohange proposed 
was mado. If counted at tho places polled 
at, it would bo possible to tell exactly 
what way each mini votod. He quoted 
tho recent case at the Dominion election, 
where every vote in Sooke had boon cast 
for tho ono candidate, the opposing candi- 
date's agent even voting against him. 
There wore minor mutters in tho bill 
which might be desirable. 

Col. B;,ker said, while there might be 



certain portions oi the province where 
the proposed changes would not bo de- 
sirable, yet it was questionable whether 
thoy would outbalance the question as a 
\vhule. In widely scattered districts there 
was the chance of a ballot-box being 
tampered with in its transfer to tho 
counting place, and this would invalidate 
the whole election. Ho would support 
the second reading. 

Mr. Orr also thought it desirable to 
have the changes proposed become law. 
The present act worked very unsatisfac- 
torily in Westminster ditirict, where it 
was frequently several days before tho 
boxes reached headquarters. 

Mr. Fry was of opinion that the pro- 
posed alterations would not be detrimen- 
tal to the secrecy of the ballot in his 
district. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir would support tho 
bill if the section was altered so us to con- 
fine its operations to tho island. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon would support the 
bill. There was a difference of opinion 
between himself and his colleagues, but 
he was quite certain that the proposal to 
adopt the Dominion principle of counting 
at the various polling places whore ballots 
were cast was a good ono. 

Mr. Ladner said it was the universal 
desire of his district to have the proposed 
change. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought that u 
compromise might be arrived at in com 
tiiittee. 

Mr. Grant thought that the provision 
was a good ono, but thero wore certain 
men who did not desire to lot it be known 
which way thoy voted, and in small com- 
munities this could not bo avoided, and it 
would result in certain voters not voting. 

Mr. McLoese was sure all electors in 
Cariboo were independent enough to voto 
the way they thought best, no matter who 
knew it. Ho would also like to see can- 
vassing abolished (hear.) He would voto 
for the second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it would bo dilli- 
cult to draw the line, if canvassing were 
to be prohibited. It would bo a dosirable 
move, but stringent measures would have 
to bo made in order to ensure its being 
carried out, 

Mr. Beaven said it was a move in the 
right direction and was similar to an 
amendment ho had previously sought to 
have incorporated with the ballot act. He 
would support the second reading, but 
thought thero wore other provisions which 
might also bo placed in the bill. With 
regard to tho doing away with personal 
canvass, he was quite willing that such 
should he done, if the many difficulties 
surrounding it could he compassed. It 
was a most humiliating process that of 
bul ton-holing every voter and almost com- 
pelling him to tell a falsehood. Another 
practice which should be abolished was 
that of circulating requisitions to cundi- 
dites. It was a direct violation of tho 
billot act, and was a nuisance to all vo- 
ters, for many simply signed them and 
voted which way they pleased. He 
thought the hon. introducer was to bo 
commended for bringing in the bill. He 
had received a great deal more considera- 
tion than that accorded him when he hud 
introduced his bill, when it had been 
ruled out of the power of a private mem- 
ber to bring in such u bill. 

Mr. Anderson endorsed the remarks of 
the leader of the opposition and con- 
sidered the bill a desirable one. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, referring to the possi- 
bility of passing an act which would pro- 
hibit personal canvassing, was of opinion 
that every candidate would observe it, for 
the simple reason that it would bring him 
under the stricture of every voter can- 
vassed should he do so, and therefore 
such a provision would be operative. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys stated that a 
commission of the house of commons hud 
reported that, in their opinion, it would 
be impossible to bring in a measure that 
would be operative. 

The motion to go into committee 
Thursday passed and the house adjourned.

And whereas, it is further reported that 
the said joint commission have concluded 
their labors without having made provi- 
sion to assure the freedom from seizure 
by American cruisers of British vessels 
while such vessels are engaged in the 
peaceful and lawful calling of catching 
BOals in Behriug's Sea; 

And whereas, serious personal and 
pecuniary injury has been inflicted upon 
British subjects involving, in ut lenst one 
instance, life, have resulted from the 
seizure of Canifdian vessels in said sea by 
American cruisers, the confiscation of 
their cargoes and the imprisonment of 
their officers and crews; 

And whereas, this house is of opinion 
that the contention of the United States 
government that Behriug's Sea is a closed 
sea is an arbitrary assumption which is 
justified neither by international law, 
treaty nor precedence; 

'Therefore bo it resolved, That this 
louse learns with surprise, regret and in- 
lignatibn the failure of tho said joint 
commission to consider tho claims of 
British Columbia fishermen who have 
suffered in consequence of the seizure of 
their vessels and persons whilst engaged 
in catching seals in said Bullring Seu; and 
that this house hereby earnestly protests 

liust the evident sacrifice of the claims 
British subjects by tho neglect or re- 
fusal of the B.itish members of said joint 
commission to consider those claims, as 
being a practical surrender (for tho time 
being at least) of tho rights of British 
subjects on the Pacific coast. 

Resolved, that a copy of the above 
preamble and resolution bo transmitted to 
the government at Ottawa for their 
action.

M. mails between Ashorpft and Clin- 
ton and Clinton and Barkervillo, and 
whereas the notice inviting tenders does 
not provide for passenger accommodation, 
only asks as a guarantee for the satisfac- 
tory performance of the work, that the 
contractor should be bound with two 
suroties in the sum of 85,000, and seeks 
to divide the service into two or more 
contracts; and whereas under former con 
tracts tho Dominion government stipu- 
lated for tho conveyance of those mails 
in a four-horse passenger coach, and 
bound the contractors with two sureties 
in a sum of $20,000 as a guarantee that 
the service would bo faithfully performed ; 
and whereas the present contractors have 
not been bound to provide a passenger 



coach, the result of which has been found 
detrimental to the public interest. Re- 
solved, that an humble address bo pre- 
sented to His Hon. the Lieut. -Governor 
praying that His Honor will urge upon 
the dominion government the importance 
of maintaining the service under one con- 
tract between Ashcroft and Barkervillo 
with a four-horse passenger coach during 
the summer months, and not leas than a 
two-horse passenger vehicle during the 
winter months, and that as formerly the 
contractors be held with twu suretios un- 
der a bond of §20,000 us a satisfactory 
guarantee that the work will be properly 
performed.
